It may be
disquieting that now Bliss isagain hope-
ful ; but Bliss ought to be without
power to affect anybody’s views but his
own agreeably or otherwise. The fact
seems to be too plain that Bliss don’t
know anything, or not much anyway.
We are sorry for Bliss. If he had but
kept astiff upper lip a day longer, may-
b2 his hopefulness would hLave been re-
warded with hLis patient’s recovery, to
the great benefit of hLis reputation. The
obvious moral is that when you don’t
know znything about a thing concern-
ing which you are expected to know a
great deal, it is wise when you pick your
side to stick to it till the last horn blows,
and calmly take the even chance you
have of coming out right. This is the
lesson experienced doctors have learned
by heart; and you can no more smoke 2
decided opinion of the event of their
efforts out of Lhe sly old dogs than you
can get a stone to speak. Dut Bliss is
an innocent.

A Gilmpse of Silver Lining.

The slight amelioration of the presi-
dent’s condition on Saturday afternoon,
following the profound depression and
alarming symptoms of the morning of that
day, was maiatained throughout Satur-
day night, and yesterday so perceptible an
improvement of the systoms was uoted
that the physicians and attendants did not
hesitate to express hopes of his uitimate
recovery., After the issuc of the noon
bulletin yesterday, Dr. Agnew is report-
ed as saying that *‘ he thought that the
president had more than an even chance”
and Dr. Hamilton said : “We have passed
the breakers and are now atloat.”” There
was an improvement yesterday in pulse
and temperature; in the condition of the
swollen gland, which was again lanced and
relieved of a quantity of healthy pus; in
the patient’s digestion, and in his mental
condition, he being entirely fice from hal-
lucinations. At 8:30 a. m., yesterday the
pulse was 100, temperature 99.4, respira-
tion 17. At 12:30 p. m., the pulse was
104, temperatare 99.5, respivation 18. At
6:20 p. m., pulse 110, temperature 99.7,
respiration 20. Secretary Blaine teleo-
graphed to London, at 10 o'clock last
night that the president’s condition con-
tinued as favorable as could be expected,
and that the general feeling was one of
hopefulness, but that ** two or three days
more improvement would be needed to in-
spire confidenca.”™

Dispatches from New York, Boston,
Montreal, and other eltics in the United
States and Canada, report great public
anxiety on Satnrday, and general rejoicing
yesterday over the improvement in DPresi-
dent Garfield's condition. Prayeis were
offered in the various churches for his re-
covery, and crowds surrounded the bul-
letin boards to get the late reports.

Guarding Guitean.

Although the authorities have denicd
from time to time that there was any dan-
ger of mob demonstration against Gui-
tean, General Sherman has thonght it
prudent to order four companies of troops
to Washington as a safeguard azainst any
possibility of au attempt to Iynch the
prisoner. The general refused to aunswer
when asked if he whould have additional
troops there to prevent an unlawful attack.
ITe indicated, in his characteristic munner,
that it was a subject which in his opinion
did not concern the press, and he did not
feel called upom to declare his intentions
in advance. Nevertheless, it comes from
best authority that he has so far consid-
ered it advisable to move in that matter,
and that additional troops will be brought
on there immediately. The troops that
have been ordered on there are four com
panies of infantry from Fortress Monroe,
They will be stationed in the vicinity of
the jail, and with the artillery alrcady
there, will make a comparatively strong
force, certainly large enough to cope with
any organized body of men who will be
gathered together for purposes of violence
against the prisouner.

REORGANIZATIOUN.

Rules for the Demoeratic Puarty.
Erie Observer,

‘I'he Democratic state ecmmitteo dild a
sensible thing in appointing a committee
to report rules to the coming state conven-
tion at Williamsport, for the government
of the party. The gentlemen composing
the committeo are also wisa selections.

The press is discussingr the subject., and
good will resuli. The Harrisburg Putriof
proposes the abolition of senatorial Cele-
gates, and doubling the number of repre-
senfative delegates. This is i move in the
right direction.

The writer made 2 motion in the state
convention at Pittsburgh in 1874,to abolish

senatorial delegates, but it was not
adopted. It was not, however, conpled

with the other proposition, to double the
number of representative delegates.

There is mueh difliculty, especially
wherz several counties compose a scna-
torial district, to secure a meeting of cov-
ferees to chouse a senatorial delegate, aud
contests are frequent on account of ir-
rezularity, and two or more claiming elec-
tion. Last year a troublesome dispute
arose in two congressional distriets elect-
ing delegates to the national Democratic
convention—caused by the Armstrong
senatorial delegates, after participating in
the conference in the 25th congressional
district, substitting a Butler county man
to take part in choosing national delegates
from the 26th district.

Provision should be made for the tem-
porary organization of the state conven-
tion, in order to avoil the disgraceful
scenes that oceurred in 1875, and again in
1880, If a delegate is prohibited from vot-
ing for temporary officers, because his seat
is contested, without regard to the nature
of the contest, the wholeconvention might
be broken up,if country delegates were as
proficient in contesting seats as *‘ the gen-
tlemen from I’hiladelphia.”

But the most important matter that has
been mentioned is that of maintaining a
permanent organization during the whole
year. Ohio is far abhead of us in this re-
speet, and we oftener carry that Republi-
can state than we do Pennsylvania, prin-
cipally bueause they have a better organi-
zation, and do not allow their leaders to
vide that party into discordant factions.

The best work for the party ean be done
in the way of distributing documents duar-
ing the winter and early summer, educat-
ing public sentiment when the mind is not
prejudiced by the political candidates, nor
the judgment perverted by the excite-
meunt of a campaign,

It may not be within the provincs of
the committea on rules, nor the conven-
tion, but the time is coming when the De-
mocracy will demand the publication of a
first-class Democratic daily journal in the
city of Philadelphia. More anon.

The Next Ntate Convention.
Cuirion Democrat

The Democratic state convention at
their meeting in Harrisburg, fixed on Wil-
iiamsport as the place, and Wednesday,
September 28th, as the time for the meet-
ing of the next Democratic state conven-
tion. The rules governtug our state con-
vention are defective and productive of
much dissatisfaction at wrangling at every
meefing. The committee wisely appointed
a committee consisting of A. H. Dill, W.
A. Wallace, 8. J. Randall, W. U. Heusel
J. . Barr, T. J. Barger and Prof. B.
Whitman, to prepare and report a new set
of rules and submit them for adoption to
the Willinmsport convention.

The new rules should make the manuer
of chnosing delegates uniform and definite
80 as to avoid the yearly contests., It
should do away with the senatorial dele-
gates, usecless, unfair and troublesome in
selecting and upsatisfactory in action in
the convention. If the convention is to be
larger double the nunf¥er of delegates
from each county.

The pumber of delegates should be
changed so as to proportionately represent
the Democratic voters of each county and
not according to the unjustRepublican ap-
portionment of the state in legislative dis-
tricts. For instance, Lancaster county
with a Democratic vote of 10,789 and a
Republican majority of about 8,500, has
eight delegates under the present represen-
tation, while Berks county with a Demo-
cratic vote of 16,956 and a solid majority of
about 7,500 has only seven delegates.
Other districts are equally disproportionate
so that the minority districts reaily control
the convention, while the others are ex-
pected to do the work in the field.

A Big Family i5ible ana a Book of Sermons.

Mr. John O. Elser, Clay township, has
left with us for inspection a rare old Ger-
man Bible, printed by Johann Andrea
Endters, in Nurnburg. The year in which
the hook was printed is not known, as the
date on the illuminated title.pmge has been
torn off or eaten away by mice. It was
probably printed about the year 16506, as
the preface appears to have been writien
in that year.

The volume is a huge one, being about
sixteen inches in length, eleven inches in
width and six inches in thickness. The
lids are of maple covered with hog skin,
elaborately lined and stamped with orna-
ments. The lids have heavy brass corner-
pieces and have had heavy hasps. bnt
these have been torn away. The Bible
proper contains 1,181 pages, illustrated
with hundreds of small wood cuts repre-
senting the principal scenes and events in
gacred history, and annexed to each eut is
four lines of verse in explanation of the
cut. There are also quite a number of
full page illustrations, representing im-
portant seriptural events and personages,
ineluding Adam and Eve, Noah, Abraham,
Moses and Aaron, Joshua, David, Solo-
mon, the evangelists, the apostles, &e.

Prefixed to the Bible are almost one
hundred pages of important and interest
ing matter, including a preface by Prof.
Johin Michael Dilker, preacher of St. Se-
bald’s; an introdoetion by Dr. Martin
Luther; an alphabetical index of the
principal articles of Christian life and faith
with seriptural references ; a chronologi-
cal index of the most memorable matters
and events contained in the Old and New
Testaments ; an index of the history and
explanation of Christian names ; an index
giving chapter and verse of those passages
of the writings of the prophets, quoted
by Christ and His apostles ; a list of the
books of the Old and New Testaments,

Then follow full-page portraits of eleven
dukes and princes of Saxony, who werere-
garded as evangelieal heroues, the plates in
some instances containing the portraits of
the entire family, inciuding infants in
arms. Each portrait is accompanied by a
brief biographical sketch of the duke repre-
sented. Then follow portraits of Luther
and his family, and a biographical sketeh
of Luther and his wife Catherine Von-
Boren,

To the New Testament is prefixed am
index of all the books contained therein ;
a preface, an allegorical picture sepresent-
inyr the call of the evangelists, biographical
sketches of the evangelists &e., &e.

At the end of the New Testament is
found an index to the epistles and gospel
lessons for all the holidays, feasts and fes-
tivals for the whole year; the Apostles
Creed with scriptaral references; the
Nieene Creed ; the Athanasian Creed ; the
sony of St, Ambrose ; the AugsburgConfes-
sion, to which is attached the names of the
states and princes who signed it.

The volume is a valuable and interest-
ing one, and it is to be regretted that,
before it fell into the hands of Mr. Elser,
it had been mueh abused and a good deal
defaced. It is, however, yet worth a place
in any library.

Aneother Old Book,

Joim Martin Miller, of West Lampefer,
has laid upon our table an old German
volame printed in Cassel in 1752, by John
Bertram Cramers. The book is entitled,
« Ziow’s Doetrine ; or, Sermons on the
Gospel, for the Sundays and Festival days
of the whole year ; by Dr. Conrad Mehl,
inspector of the churches of the prinei-
pality Herszfield ; seventh edition.”” Al-
thongh the book is 129 years old, it is
almost as perfect as when it eame from the
hands of tne printer. It is a quarto
strongly boundd in hog-skin, and contains
a sermon for every Sunday and every
festival—each sermon being prefaced with
appropriate remarks, and followed by a
prayer. Following the sermons is a me-
morial sketeh of Dr. Mehl, written by
Henry Lederhose, and this is followed by
elegies in Latin and German, together
with the songs and dirges sung at Dr.
Meh!'s funeral. The volume closes with
a copious index, alphabetieally arranged.

Scattering Resulis In the Kural Districts

A New Candiante for Commissioner.

The Demoeracy of the cﬁmty neld pri-
mary meetings on Saturday, to elect dele-
gates to the county convention, and county
committemen for the ensuing year. If
anybody thinks the party is dead in this
minority county, he has every reason te
change his mind, for livelier delegate meet-
ings have seldom been held in this baili-
wick. The unusual interest felt in these
elections has been due entirely to the lively
canvass forthe nomination for county eom-
missioner, for which to the candidates
already announced the name of Geo. W.
Wormley, of West Donegal, is now to be
added and Isaiah McKillips is withdrawn.

In this city, in a nnmber of the wards,
there was no contest for delegates or com-
mitteemen ; and in the Third, Fourth,
Seventh and Ninth wards, there being
only one set of ecandidates, conceded to
be friemdly to Mr, Henry F. Hartman for
commissioner, there was a light vote and
little interest felt in the clection. In the
First there was a slight individual contest
and delegates favorable to the election of
Mr. Hareman were chosen. In the Sixth
it was a sort of gi-as you-please and the
resalt is claimed to bea *“ mixed " victory.
In the Fifth thero was an individual con-
test and the the deiegzates chosen are for
Hartman. In the Eighth there was a
contest, which seems to have had only in-
dividual significance, as all the eandidates
were claimed to be for Hartman.

The most exciting struggle in the city,
and one which engaged the attention of

outsiders from nearly all the other
wards was at the Second ward
polls. The friends of 3Mr. Hartman

in this ward some months ago orzanized a
club and have held regnlar mectings and
nominated a full set of delegates in his
interest. Some of the other active and
influential  Demoerats of the ward
resented this and supported an indepemd-
ent ticket, with five other names on it,
which the Hartman men said was in the
Hildebrant interest. Both sides wero well
organized, and the result was the re-
markable poll of 205 votes. The polls were
open from 8} to 9 p. m., and the eanvass,
though conducted with great zeal, was
managed in the best possible humor and
with cxcellent order. Landlord Jake
Smith, of the County house, under a de-
lausion, tried to vote, but the ballot was
declined with thanks by both sides. The
result was awaited with greas interest and
when it wasannounced it was found that
the Iartman ticket was beaten by from
12 to 14 votes.
in the Conntry.

In New Ilolland, where some excitement
was created by the call of the meeting at
the unnsual hour of 9 a.m.,there wasa eon-
test between the friends and oppounents of
Mir. Jere Mohler for commissioner, but his
friends rallied at the hour appointed and
carried the day.

From Mtllersville there is a report ol two
sets of delegates, having, however, some
names in common, one of which waseleet-
ed at a meeting on Friday evening held at
the call of the county committeaman, and
the other on Saturday evening by the
friends of Mr. Adam 8. Dietrich, candidate
for commissioner, who hold the Friday
evelliing meeting to have been irregular and
voud.

In Rolrerstown, too, there was a very
close and exciting contest, which seems to
have been inducad by district causes
mainly. It is alleged that 75 votes were
polled, though the clerks ouly got down
74 names. The result as reported to us
by one of the election clerks is as follows :
